REVELSTOKE (CP) — Alex 
Macdonald, deputy leader of the 
provincial New Democratic 
Party, said Saturday night he 
plans to Introduce a biH at the 
next aessitx! eg the legislature 
to protect personal privacy. 

Mr. Macdonald told an NDP 
□seating here that his bill would 
include safeguards against elec¬ 
tronic snooping and against the 
Invasion of privacy by report¬ 
ers and photographers. 

“We have to balance the In- j 
dividual's right to be let alone i 
with tba public's right to know," 
be said. 

"Freedom of the press must 
not Include Invasions of privacy 
by earner*, radio transmitter, 
tape recorder or closed • circuit 
television.” 

Mr. Macdonald said that If 
people are not protected against 
electronic surveillance, they will 
become like vegetables, afraid 
. to voice their thoughts even tp 
their friends. 

He said the only law In B.C. 
now on the subject Is the Peace 
Act, passed more than 800 years 
ago in England, against “eaves¬ 
dropping." 

"Our ancestors considered 
this should be a crime, but we 
have not even banned telephone 
wire tapping in thia province.”

Let’s Face Facts 


T HE GOVERNMENT, WITH computers providing 
the blocking, has managed to evade the tackle* 
of the Conservative Opposition, designed to force dis¬ 
cussion of the armed forces’ unification bHl in the 
parliamentary defence committee before second read¬ 
ing in the House. 

The Conservative strategy was to withhold Interim 
supply, making it impossible for the government to 
meet its November payroll completely. They hoped 
by this means to force the government to surrender 
to its demand for a full airing of the controversial 
unification scheme, with expert witnesses on call, be¬ 
fore the bill was brought back to the House for 
approval in principle which second reading implies. 

The alternative, thev believed, would be the resigna¬ 
tion of the government and the prospect of a winter 
election nobody wants. ' 

But if the government has escaped this dilemma, 
it may wily have postponed the crisis. It must sh ortly 
face another interim supply vote. This time, even 
with the help of Its computers, it may be unable to 
do otherwise than accept the compromise the Con¬ 
servatives seek. 

If the Conservative stand seems stubborn, it Is 
vindicated by the conviction that the unification bill 
is a dangerous experiment 

Air Commodore G. G, Diamond, chief of Air 
Transport Command, and one of the proponents of 
the measure, has called It “an exciting challenge.” it 
is certainly that. The implication is that it is a gamble. 

And the defence system of this country is not some¬ 
thing to gamble with. 

The fact is, it is the government which is being 
stubborn on this issue. The minister erf national defence 
has resisted the move to get the bill to parliamentary 
committee insisting that such a switch In procedure 
would kill It Why this should be, If he so firmly 
believes in its adequacy, he has not explained. Neither 
has anyone else. 

It must be admitted that unification is an experi¬ 
ment and while the theory may be acceptable in part, 
its whole is singularly unattractive to the great major¬ 
ity at military experts who have expressed any 
opinion. 

The government says the prime minister, Is 
“firmly and sincerely convinced that the policy con¬ 
tained in this bill is the right policy for Canada.” 

Then why should It not be examined? Why does the 
government fear its exploration in committee?

It’s 
a ooilassal bluff by both sides, 
of course, and the only result 
is that the public loses 
confidence in both parties.

It is a I moot exactly five 
years Knee Epstein, the man¬ 
ager of a Liverpool record 
shop, signed a contract to 
manage a locally popular beat 
group called the Beatles. 

Within two yean Ihey be¬ 
came Ihe biggest, most suc¬ 
cessful outfit by staying de- 
terntindwily ’’unprofessional." 

The Beatles broke all the 
hallowed codes of Ihe pop 
world — they treated fans 
i r r e v erently, they never 
donned gold jackets and, most 
important of all, they declined 
to merge their identities be¬ 
hind a glamourized ‘‘lead" 
■anger. 

Both Ways 

The method won on ail 
levels. Pop fans were afforded 
a ititique facility — they could 
be fickle in their affections to 
individual Beaties and stilt 
maintain allegiance to the 
group (in contrast with toe 
D*r« dark Five — “If ymi go 
off Dave," anad one DJ, 
“You're off toe group"). 

At the tipper end of toe 
market, the newspapers were 
able to “discover" four pop 
stars who could be frisky, 
witty and occasionally wise — 
• fotmlistic godsend. 

Yet even this combination 
seems Inadequate to explain 
theta* meteoric success.

Berlin *s Scar Legend of Brutality 


B> KLAt X MI ENTER 

Although I knew it would be 
■ bitter experience to sec the 
capital of my former home¬ 
land severed into two differ¬ 
ent worlds, I walked along the 
Wall after I had arrived in 
West Berlin by plane. 

Dotted with memorials to 
some 80 people who have died 
there, the Wall that divides 
Berlin ha* become e. legend 
of brutality. The memorial* 
along the Wall of cement slabs 
mark spot* where people were 
murdered by East German 
•soldiery. 

The victims had committed 
.only one crime—wanting to bo 
with their families or wanting 
to be free. British and Abys¬ 
sinian royalty, at least one 
American president and other 
leading world figures have 
stood on platforms in West 
t Berlin and gazed briefly into 
this other world beyond.

JSo Intention 

Whether or not they could 
comprehend the full impact of 
this tragedy can be debated. 

“Nobody has the intention 
of building a wall.'' said East 
German boss Walter Ulbrlcht 
in June. 1961. This was not all 
he told reporters at an inter- 
national pres* conference. He 
assured them the same day “it 
is unknown to me such an in¬ 
tention exists. The construc¬ 
tion workers of our (East Ger¬ 
man regime) capital are main¬ 
ly engaged wiih the construc¬ 
tion of homes. “ 

Shortly after, the building of 
the Wall began. Unbelieving 
Berliners on both side* watch¬ 
ed it rise. Families were tom 
apart and many desperate at¬ 
tempts to cross it ended in 
bloodshed.

One ghmmer of hope 
weaves through this shatter¬ 
ing display of human struggle 
for freedom and degrading 
baseness on the other side. A 
former East German admits 
hia fear that he ever would 
have had to shoot and kill at 
the Wail. 


SUPER 


Five Years 

In August this year militia 
formations of East German 
state-owned factories were or¬ 
dered to march at the Wall 
to mark the fifth anniversary 
of its erection. During this 
occasion a leading East Ger¬ 
man told the world the erec¬ 
tion of the Wall had prevented 
another major war. 

A little over a month after 
this sorry spectacle I left the 
subway at Bahnhof Schlesische 
Straaae (railroad station) in 
West Berlin. 

Not far away from the 
Oberbaum Bruecke (bridge) 
which crosses the Spree River 
J stepped to a memorial stone. 
The inscription reads “To The 
Unkown Refugee.’* and cloae 
by a simple wooden cross 
reaches far the grey sky. At 
the tap of thia eroaa a wreath 
of barbed wire clangs softly 
against the wood and farther 
down a framed photograph 
depicts a man ee his death 
bed 
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Slight Ripple 

He is one of many victims 
who tried to flee to fredom. 
He swam across the river and 
bullets fretn East German 
soldiers riddled his body. My 
eyes stare in disbelief from 
the cross down to the water. 
A soft but chilly fareaze ripples 
the water. Only one foot be¬ 
yond the middle of the Spree 
lurks death. 

It is futile that I ask my¬ 
self, why? There is no answer 
but the cross, the barbed wire 
wreath and the picture of a 
dead man who could have 
been my brother. Everything 
seems unreal—a nightmare of 
Immense proportions 

At the bridge the Wall 
blocks off tramway tracks. A 
bit higher steel bars and 
barbed wire Indicate the end 
of the free world. On the 
bridge Itself tank traps mark 
the beginning of the East.

Anyhow, unless Wellington Mars's memory Is shorter 
than the Giant’s average rushing gain, he must be wandering 
how tong the honeymoon at the box office can last.

BONN (CNS) — Vicious, 
neurotic, insecure, aggressive 
and vengeful — these are some 
of the words used to describe 
West German drivers in a new 
report by a psychologist. 

Dr.' Ernst von Xylander of 
Munich, whose findings have; 
caused a nationwide uproar, j 
lays part of the blame on the 1 
fact that Germany has lost two 
world wars. 

"The background to this 
terrorism on German roads and 
autobahns is the general feeling 
of Insecurity caused by defeat," 
he said.

"Thera la a widespread lack 
of satf-confidence. People have 
the (eating that they are not 
allowed to live as they wish to 
live. 

"Out of tills dissatisfaction 
grows violence. Cars are seen 
as weapons, and with a few

Von Xylander goes even 
further: 

"Many German drivers be¬ 
have at the wheel like vicious 
children. They get rid of their 
inferiority complexes and 
neuroses on the roads.

"For thousands of neurotic 
people, the car has become a 
(tewenaw hwtouroent of ag¬ 
gression. Such drivers want to 
get revenge tor the feeling that 
they are oppressed, either by 
Heir work ir by euofety." 

Von Xylander quotes some 
examples of how a "typical" 
German driver behaves at the 
wheel:

A $220,000 Olympic-size swimming pool will 
be built at Colwood next year. 

An overwhelming number of property owners 
turned out to the polls Saturday to vote 75 per cent 
In favor of a referendum which will add an esti¬ 
mated 1% mills to their taxes.

rinse.

MIND YOU* OWN BUSINESS — 
A.8.V., Oak Bay) The name of your 
tiny, bright g ree n , moss-Uke potted 
plant ishebdne, pronounced helk-zeen, 
and Mb common nicknames are Baby's 
Tears, Mind Your Own Business Mid 
Corsican Curse — evidently tt te an 
invasive weed In its native Corsica. 
While it looks rather Ike moaa, helxine 
1a actualy a true plant, with leaves no 


bigger than the head of a pin and with 
greenish flowers too small to be seen 
without a magnifying glass. 

The plant lakes a good light but little 
or no direct sunshine; a north window Is 
good, or a not-tooaumy east window, 
and It must ba kept constantly moist. A 
bit of tt planted In a pot win soon 
spread right across the soil surface and 
will even start growing down the side of 
the pot. In greenhouses h will even 
grow In the gravel of the benches.

BAT TAIL — (E.W., Victoria) The 
"rat tail" you sent me fa toe flower of a 
plant called amaranth us and probably 
came from a plant grown from free 
Cokntet seeds distributed last spring. 
The plant fa an annual and wH not 
survive the winter. 

The seeds we gave away lari spring 
were a mixture at different kkste of 
amaroxitoiB. Some made giant plants 
fire feet tefl white some were itnal 
enough to use as bouaepiante. Some bad 
green leaves, some yellow and some „ 
red. Some had toe dangling rat-tail 
flowers while others had phanea Tffce 
colored ostrich feathers. Your partico- 
lar plant was an amaranthus variety 
known as Love Lira Bleeding. 


HOLLOW POTATOES — (C.G., 

Sidney) Your potatoes are affected 
with a condition known ae hollow heart. 
It is not a disease and toerrfere cannot 
be transmitted but is due to incorrect 
growing ooditiana last summer, It can 
be caused by too much moisture or too 
much variation in soil moisture — too 
dry one week and too wet the next — or 
simply by insufficient farmyard manure 
or bulky compost is toe soil.

ROSES NEAR HEDGE — (L.8., 
Victoria) It te possible to grow roses in 
front of a lonicera hedge, but they 
should be planted at least three feet out 
from the hedge and, because a rose bed 
should always be eoririied with plenty 
of old rotted manure. It would be wise to 
seal off toe hedge roots with some sort 
at barrier to prevent them from 
invading this rich aoti 

Dig a ebt in the ground about two 
feet deep between the rose bed and die 
hedge and insert a heavy grade of 
polythene plastic sheet vertically to toe 
toil to act as this barrier.

“Nick” North all the time he might like to try and beat 
old man par at the Victoria golf links. 


Nick isn’t engaged in 
a day-long advice to tour¬ 
ists, yet in a sense he is. 
He has to see that things 
continue to function well 
at the Victoria Visitors 
Bureau and that it con¬ 
tinues its historic role of 
informing the world 
about our beautiful city 
and magnificent island. 

Am head ot the Imperial Inn Nick 
playi a very active role in antici- 
padng his guests' needs and making 
them comforts He The two Jobs, 
starting early and finishing late, 
make It quite an extensive day. The 
ebuflient inn-keei *er take* it with a 
pleasant stride. 

Nicholas North was born In old 
San Francisco. In his lighter 
moments he refers to himself 
smilingly, a» do other natives, as 
one of those "crazy Americans." a 
light-hearted spoof at the singular 
array of characters that the city 
seems to produce. Nick's boyhood 
was quiet with the average good 
things of the Bay area. There were 
summer camping tripe into the 
family's favorite haunts, the Sierras 
and Redwood*. 

, ."There are thousands of square 
miles of beautiful scenery up there. 1 * 
Nick Says. "It's like British Colum¬ 
bia. The coasts are crowded in 
California but the hills are wild and 
free." 

After high school Nick made 
plans to follow in his father's 
footsteps. He entered university 
prepared to majof In electrical 
engineering. After two terms, this 
was interrupted by a call from 
Unde Sam and entry into the U S. 
Navy. 

"Every eighteen-year-old should 
do a hkch in the navy," Nick thinfcs. 
"One is (breed to get along with aU 
types from different backgrounds. 
It’S a great old equalizer." 

Young North saw Guadaoanal. 
Okinawa and other hot places of 
action Upon discharge tie returned 
to university with the electrical 
career still in rainri. During summer 
Hobdays he worked in resorts 
making beds and sweeping floors. 
However after 3‘% year* at the 
university his enthusiasm foe engin¬ 
eering grew weaker. 

“I wasn’t doing too web.” he 
admits. "I was pretty close to a flop 
so I quit before they scrubbed me!" 

"I got a job as bus boy and bell 
hop at Hie La Piaya resort hotel at 


Carmel-by-the-See. After several 
months I began to fad that It might 
be my forte. I decided to take a 
de g r e e In hotel administration at 
Cornell University." 

At Darnell young North really 
buckled down. He quit playing golf, 
put himself on a stem schedule and 
truly progressed. 

"I was enthused. 1 felt I was in 
toe right Reid." 

It takes money to go through 
ooitege and Nick ran out of funds, so 
he decided to take a year off and 
get some kind of Job closely 
associated to his new field. Ha 
landed a politico that we all dream 
about some time or another It was 
cruise director on a vacation ship 
selling for the West Indies: those 
gay, romantic, tropical sailings to 
Puerto Rica, the Virgin Islands and 
Bermuda. 

"It was preriy good fun, to fact 
delightful.” Nick recasts, "but after 
eight months it became somewhat 
difficult to maintain the carnival 
spirit. We sailed fortnightly. I never 
saw home, but I managed to save 
enough money to get back to Cornell 
and get my sheep's skin in hotel 
administration." 

It was 1952 — toe year of toe 
Olympics. North applied for and 
received a very good position in the 
managing and feeding end of the 
American team at the Helsinki 
event. 

"It was the first time that 
athletes from the Communist coun¬ 
tries participated,” North recoils. 
"A spirit of world unity prevailed at 
the games." 

The Olympic operation wasn't 
over long and Nick found himself 
back in New York low in funds. He 
landed a job as cook and over the 
months put away enough money to 
get back to California. Alex Cushing, 
the hotel promoter, began his 
development of the ski resort at 
Squaw Valley and North obtained a 
position there. 

"It was a gamble for Cushing,* 
Nick recalls, "but he succeeded. Tl* 
Olympic winter games were held 
there later. I was unable to see 
much scope (or myself so I left and 
tackled a couple of more hotel 
lobs." 

The right break came In 1954. 
North got a position with Western 
International Hotels, among the 
world's largest operators, with 
simoet 50 big units He started at 
the Hotel Benson in Portland, then 
moved to his native city as assistant 
manager at the St. Francis. He was 
at toe Georgia in Vancouver for four 
years, then went to Mexico City and. 
opened toe famed Alemeda Hotel 

"I opened the doors and managed 
toe place for a year," Mr. North 
recalls. 

"Mexico is full of surprises. The 
restaurants and night clubs are 
among the best. The La Brassiere, a 
French sidewalk cafe, and toe El 
Ca mi chin, a eandle-Ht night club and 
' gourmet s paradise, were under our 
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NICk NORTH . . . anticipates needs of visitors. 


management. The climate of Mexico 
City is delightful, aort of an eternal 
spring." 

Mr. North travelled extensively 
in Mexico noting the various phases 
of the Spanish way of life He found 
it fascinating but declined to see any 
of the country’s bull fights. 

"I had no ; desire." be says. “It 
Just doesn't appeal to me." 

Nick came l»ack to Vancouver in 
1961. He had previously met Miss 
Valerie Wright of London, England, 
and they had become quite fond of 
each other. With telepane calls and 
letters Cupid’* romantic darts 
sharpened and quickened. 

The charming Valerie bought a 
sound-fare ticket to Vancouver. A 
short time later she realized that 
she was here to stay. She cashed in 
the return ticket and shortly after¬ 
wards they were married. 

After their marriage Mr. North 
managed two of the company's 
smaller holdings in the northwest 
then came to Victoria when the 
Imperial Inn was taken over. He 
became interested and active in 
community affairs, especially the 
tourist field, where he is president, 
for the second year, of the Visitors 
Bureau. 

Besides its publicity functions toe 
bureau does S massive volume job 
in simple local orientation. Direction 
is vital to a visitor. The hard¬ 
working staffs, over the years, have 
accomplished this by helping tens of 
thousands on their way. 

"Victoria is soM," Mr. North 
says, "with its flowers and scenery 


and distinct atmosphere There wfl! 
be a large Increase in tourists in the 
next few years. Hie city is servicing 
them well. Recently half a dozen 
fine restaurant* have opened up and 
they seem to be doing well." 

Nowadays more so than ever a 
hotel man has to be something of a 
leader, socially and otherwise. The 
congenial Nick displays considerable 
talent along these lines. His busy 
day starts at 8.15 in the morning, 
ending late in the afternoon. His 
philosophy in the hotel business Is 
worth noting. It is also applicable to 
the tourist field. 

"We try to anticipate what our 
guests need and be good ho*ts. The 
quality of our staff is important. I 
feel that the personaj touch is an 
important thing. These attitudes 
must be conveyed." 

Recently Mr. and Mrs. North 
flew into London, England, to see 
the sights. Nick had been there for a 
short time in 1952 with the American 
Olympic team on its return voyage, 

"London is a delightful place," he 
says. “It has everything that you 
expect in Paris and a great deal 
more. Fine restaurants and night 
clubs. I check these things as they 
are part of my business.” 

The Norths have become very 
fond of Victoria. Nick fashions some 
pretty fair shots on the Victoria 
links.

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A DALAI LAMA LOSES FACE

•' When the J 3th Dalai Lama fled from Tibet in 
1910 to escape from «i advancing Chimes* revolu¬ 
tionary aftmy, he teas, except for a journey he had just 
made to Pekin , for the first time outside his ossn 
particular realm and the protection it had always 
afforded. *- 

Until then, fern people outside Tibet had ever 
seen a Dalai Lamm. Living in mysterious seclusion 
within the high walls of the Potato, his psiace in Lhasa , 
it was never contemplated by his Buddhist followers 
that this exalted personage could ever be subjected to 
the oriental indignity known as 'losing face\ 


in Ms flight from Tibet he 
erosecd into Sikkim sad waa 
encoded from there to Darjeeling, 
the Indian Himalayan resort where, 
150 years before. Lamas from Tibet 
had established a Buddhist 
lamasery. As toe guest of toe 
government erf Indie, he and bto 
entourage were housed to one of 
Dar j ee l i n g's popular hotels, tram 
svhieb all Other guests were ex¬ 
cluded. 

Officials responsible for toe Data! 
Lama's security had explored every 
possibility of any untoward happen- 
lag that might mar toe visit of tola 
distinguished guest. In such opulent 
isolation toe supreme liudcMet 
authority would be able to maintain 

h the dignity and high esteem in which 
he was held amongst Buddhisms al 
over the world — so they contem¬ 
plated. _ 

Tibetans are born gamblers and 
every important reUgoua torinl in 
Tibet includes a race meet, at which 
high and tow attend to wager on toe 
merits at their own special breed s d 
Tibetan pony. 

The Dalai Lama'* champion, a 
sleek dapple-grey *taIFton with flens¬ 
ing mane and long silvery tail, was 
brought to Darjeeling on the flight 
from Lhasa. This pony, exercised by 
a Tibetan syce was seen and greatly 
admired by residents of Darjeeling. 

During toe Hindu Doorga Poojoh 
festival in September, when Darjeel¬ 
ing is crowded with visitors, a race 
meet is bed at l-/*bong. The track is 
located on the ridge of a spur which 
runs out northward from Derjeeling, 
and about a thousand feet below the 
town. 

On each day of the ‘Darjeeling 
Sky Races,' as the meet was c a Red . 
the card included races lor hill 
ponies as welt as toe thoroughbred 
race horses owned mostfe by local 
tea planters, who formed toe 
majority of the stewards and toe 
committee responsible tor thia an¬ 
nual mart. 

It had been suggested toat toe 
Dalai Lama’s champion should be 
Invited to run to the Sky Races as a 
special attraction. Negotiations were 
successful and arrangements were 
m/ide for him to be entere d wider 
the name Grey Mist, which was toe 
nearest to an exact translation of his 
Tibetan name. The Date! Lama ami 
hi* ministers also accepted an 
invitation to attend toe races to see 
their pony run. 

Grey Mist was sent to train wfto 
John Ashforth's stable on Bong Tong 
tea estate, across toe valley from 
Darjeeling.

Encouraged by Stater Mary Ger- 
rard who was then In char g e at the 
laundry, and who knew Ms family 
very well from Kuper Island. John 
began working at the laundry wMte 
S4D1 attending school He used to 
Pick up the linen, and In addition 
worked In the kitchen and did 
garden work. At this early age he 
waa general factotum around St.

*1 did ail the garden work at 
Mount St. Mary too, and laid out toe 
entire lawn.” toe Unen service 
supervisor reminisced about throe 
early days with toe Roman Catholic 
six ten at the hospital. Then during 
his holidays he came to work at the 
laundry as summer relief, and he 
did al the chons such as picking 
up, sorting, and working wito the 
extractors With the use of a small 
cart he picked iq> an average of 
about 300 to 400 pounds of soiled 
linen.

hospital, they got Urn a deferment, 
and he was lied up far three years 
Hta was the unusual experience at 
having te remain at home instead of 
serving ta toe army, and having 
practically no say in toe matter. 

After toe war waa over John who 
was suU “not working very hard” 
get a promotion as head washerman 
at toe laundry. But in 1947 St. 
Joseph’s bought some army huts 
which were then located on Hum¬ 
boldt St. to accommodate their 
lnereautog number at patients. Then 
next year toe British Columbia 
Hospital Insurance scheme - was 
launched and that put a greeter 
■train on hospitals, and bed occu¬ 
pancy began increasing by leaps and 
bounds The hospital management 
decided it w«i time to build a new 
wing. By 1862. when toe new wing 
was completed John said the 
wa s h i ng had grown to four times the 
quantity of what it waa in the good 
aid days. 

•*We didn’t realty know what 
work was like until toe new wmg 
was added." John commented. "In 
addition to the regular hospital work 
we had to do all the laundry of 
Mount St. Mary. We got through the 
washing In one day, and then did the 
ironing the next day. Of course up to 
then we didn't have toe equipment 
or setup that we have now." 

But soon the work increased to 
such magnitude that an eight-hour 
day routine wasn’t enough to cope 
wifo it. So th$. full staff worked from 
8 a.m. to 4.38 p.rp . a«d a half-shift 
came on at 5 p.m. and worked until 
9p,m. With the same old equipment 
the annual output soon reached the 
staggering size of 987.495 pounds. 
Fortunately wages had improv.il 
considerably and was keeping pace 
with the work load, John com¬ 
mented. but his responsibilities in all 
sections of the laundry had in¬ 
creased considerably during the 
time. But this was good for him 
because he was learning on the job. 
and was being groomed to take over 


as laundry manager In case of 
emergency 

"hi 1957 I received the official 
title of head Jaundryman, although 
all along I was understudy to. and 
often did the work of the laundry 
manager. In 1958 when a laundry- 
men's association was formed for 
the purpose of educating and 
training laundrymen In order to 
anstat them in their supervisory 
Capacity I was one of the first t» 
Join." he said. 

Ever since he has been active in 
toe group, and as a result has 
become a reel expert in the field, 
end ean take full charge of the 
apeoloui laundry et any time. So at 
last, when the hospital went into an 
expansion st-»ge and completed their 
modern and model type linen service 
block, with ail the latest equipment, 
the management deckled lhal ll re¬ 
quired additional supervision. 

In order to reward John for his 
many years of faithful service and 
devotion to duty the hospital man¬ 
agement decided to send him to 
Joliet, Illinois, to take the Institute 
of Laundering institutional laundry 
management course The idea was 

to afford him the opportunity fJ f 

trairting in a high production plant 
with' modern equipment. 

This was a good move for along 
wito Ken MeOeady from Kelowna, 
and nine other Canadians, he carried

The new laundry and linen ser¬ 
vice block is turning out and one -ea¬ 
sing about 2 500.000 pounds an¬ 
nually and Johns duties cover live 
overseeing o f pickup, delivery, 
laundering, processing, mending re¬ 
pairs. control of inventory, distribu¬ 
tion and prepuration of packs far 
ateriUzation. Ahou* 1*1 categories at 
linen are taken care of ranging front 
bed linen, towels, patients' pyjamas, 
to fancy items, student nurses’ 
uniforms, grads' uniforms, nun*’

waves. She was awash, her lifeboats were gone, a spider web of collapsed rigging spilled over 
her sides. 

Clutching the stump of mizzenmast were 10 frightened men. 


At each wave crest crew members 
leaped to safety 


The Coloma's master, Capt. J. 
Allison, had long given up hope. In 
the raging dawn of Dec. 6, 1 906 — 
60 years ago—-the sea and sky met 
in a ragged grey line, offering little 
chance of the tattered ensign fly¬ 
ing upside down in the interna¬ 
tional distress signal being spotted. 

The 168-foot Coloma had been 
caught in the deadly reaches off 
the west coast of Vancouver Island, 
whose thick fogs, treacherous cur¬ 
rents and sudden storms have 
claimed ships of-many flags in the 
past century. 

Capt. Allison gripped ft* revolver In hit 
Jackrt, protected from the waves breaking 
overhead. At least they had the choice of 
drowning or . .. 

' Poking through the murk like an eerie yellow 
finger was Cape Beale light. Allison know/ - what 
that m-*ant. Soon the gale would hurl Ihem 
against lagged reefs. Unknown to the ligh(keeper. 
Coloma's crew would be drowned almost at hit 
^feet. 

Ten men eyed the slim tower hungrily, 
praying ior some sign of recognition, of salvation. 
•'Oh God. why doesn’t he see us?" That was all. 
No panic. Just a desperate plea for a miracle. 
Then they could heer the razor-edged reefs 
gnawing at the bow, and old Coloma groaned 
violently 

Llrrhtkeeper Thomas Paterson was worried. 
He hnd spent the wild night in the lantern room, 
170 feet nlovr the sea, drinking hot, strong tea 
and chewing hia pipe pensively. His eyes followed 
the red flash, then the white beacon as Cape 
Beale light stabbed outward 19 miles over the 
black o^ean. Above the banshee wailing of the 
«ind. he could not even hear his own fog horn. 
The tower shivered under the onslaught of 
breakers booming in from 1,000 miles at sea to 
shake the very land. 

A timid dawn broke at 3 am. Mrs. Paterson 
brought him fresh tea. She was restless, too. As 
their five children slept soundly below, the couple 
stared into the gloom, expecting they knew not 
what. 

Suddenly Tom rubbed his eyes and pointed. 
"Minnie, look! A dismasted ship, and there's men 
oooerd!” 

One thought sped through their minds. The 
deroiTict's only chance was the lighthouse tender 
Qum Ira, sheltering in Bamfield Inlet, six long 
miles away But the telegraph key in the living 
room was dead.

Smoke trailing above 
Quadra’s tall funnel showed Capt. Hackee had 
maintained a head of steam during the night in 
case his anchors dragged. He could cast off 
immediately. 

The storm wag abating, hut heavy swefc 
buffeted their small rowboat like a tennis baM, 
batting them first one way, then another. The 
women's progress was slow.

the poop, throwing clouds of spray orer the crew.

The heavy swell prevented Quadra from 
getting verv near. While she hove to. Second

Lika die uiiglnal Grace Darling.- Minnie 
Paterson captmd the puMia’s lmagkoadan. The 
American and Canadian g ot o s uut ents paid her 
homage. All mct the Pacdle Norths—st. the 
public contributed to a had to give her a 
Christmas present as a “mam tangible reward." 

But. unHke her prototype, Mrs. Paterson was 
to pay a heavier coat for her coo rage. After four 
years of poor health, toe r esul t of expoowr and 
overexertion, she died. Both nations mnrned the 
toss of a great woman. 

Thomas Paterson died on Ms way overseas 
with the army during toe First Work! War. Mrs. 


James %fcKay died at Bamfleld la ISM. TV 
Quadra, after years of government service, was 
sunk in a collision an 1917. Salvaged, she passed 
into private hand. Eighteen years later, she again 
made bead Uses when captured rum-running and 
kneed to San Francisco. During the lengthy t court 
proceedings that followed, she rotted ■ at her 
moorings sad subsequently was sold for scrap. 

One of toe Paterson family treasures is • 
citation swarded their mother by the Sailor 1 • 
Union of the Pacific, which reads: 

“Whereas. Mrs. Thomas Paterson of Cape 
Beale, Vancouver Island, has repeatedly, al the 
risk of her health and life, proven herself a 
heroine by aaidsting in saving the lives of 
unfortunate castaways on the rocky shores of her 
chosen home, or adrift in toe nearby ocean, 
therefore, be it, by the Seattle Branch at the 
Sailor 1 * Union at -the Pacific in toe meeting 
assembled RESOLVED that we, the seamen of 
America fully recognize her sterling worth as the 
highest type of womanhood, deeply appreciating 
her onaelfish sacrifice* in behalf of tooae 'who go 
down to the *es In ships’ and assure her and hers 
of our undying gratitude." 

Minnie Paterson was not likened to history's 
Grace Derling without reason. Grace's well- 
earned claim to fame dated back to Sept. 7, 1838, 
when the Forfarshire wrecked In a gale near her 
father's Longstone Light, in the Fame Islands. 
Forty-three drowned immediately, but, "by a 
oombiru'Kxi of daring, strength and skill," Grace 
and her tether rescued four men and a woman in 
their rowboat. The father then returned to toe 
splintered hulk with two of the survivors and 
saved the four still aboard.

About six years ago John expressed 
concern over the future at children 
living an die Sanghees Indian 
Reserve where he resides by virtue 
at his wife Lilian being a Songhees 
Band girl. He approached Chief John 
Albany and council members of toe 
Sanghees. and with their assistance 
he instituted a recreational program 
for children and adults on the 
reserve. 

TTiis established a pattern closely 
watched by the department of 
Indian Affairs, he B.C. Recreation 
Commission, and toe department of 
education for use on al reserve*. 


Activities In this program include 
soccer, ■ softball. Scouts, Wolf Cubs, 
camping, native songs and dances 
folklore and adult education. But 
while John Rice takes a Hedy 
Interest in »H these activities on the 
reserve it is not reaUy his desire or 
intention to set himself up as a 
spokesman or champion of the cause 
at his race. He would rather be what 
he is — a success symbol in bis own 
humble way for his people, and 
other non-Indian fellow Canadians. 
Credit for this success is duo largely 
to the influen ce of a Christian 
community with whom John Rice 
haw had toe good fortune to be 
associated tor a quarter of a 
century.

The CampbeA's business prospered to such an 
extent that space became a problem. They added 
other bam and finally * move was made to tee 
spat where we stood In 1908 on Government 
Street, in what was teen known aa the Promt*

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Block. Here they had taken half the ground floor 
In the year 1906. but as we visited them in 1901 
they had purchased toe lease of John Fullerton, 
who operated a shoe store next door, and the 
Campbells had the entire ground floor. 

Business having expanded so greatly it became 
MOeasary to obtain expert business management 
oo they were Joined by David Miller as secretary 
and treasurer of the business and they became 
incorporated as a limited company. 

Victoria's ladies took very readily to the 
superior lines of ready-foavear. Carriages were at 
the front door bringing the type of customer who 
didn't look too closely at the price tag. The sure 
catered to most tastes and it wasn't long before 
they again required more floor space. This time 
they managed to obtain the second floor of a 
building facing on both Broughton and Langley 
streets. Knocking out the waHs between gave 
them a semi-mezzanine floor which was the pride 
of the Campbells. It was spacious, airy, 
beautifully fixtured with everything to please 
madam. 

Such names as, Mrs. Gowen. wife of Gus 
Gowen of the firm of Sea and Gowen a bide 
further up Government Street, a very lovely lady 
who thoroughly endeared herself to hundreds of 
lady customers, to say nothing of their husbands 
who depended on her to advise them on their gift 
shopping I am sure Mrs. Gowen saved many a 
marriage through her selection of a peace 
offering. It was probably an Item she already 
knew the outraged wife coveted. Maybe the wife 
had started the row just to make sure she did 
get ill 

Mr*. Gowen devoted most of her time to te 
dress section 

On toe main floor Mist Alice MameH held 
gway, a My assisted by others of whom the name 
Mrs. Shanks ring*, a bell in my memory. Mis* 
Mansell spent much of her time bi the glove 
section and it required a lot of time. too. The 
counter w*s crescent shaped with chairs and 
stools around toe fitting area. Well padded 
cushions for m'Udy's elbow and a discreetly 
placed oomfortable chair in a rather unobtrusive 
spot for the embarrassed gentlemen who 
accompanied the ladies. 

Young ladies of this time were strictly 
trained. You were not properly dressed for the 
street unless your gloves were on your hands 
before you left the house. (Very much like-the 
admonition for toe young men; "Take your hands 
out of your pockets"). So the glove business was 
a very important part of toe shop. I'U bet you'd 
like me to tell something about toe foundation 
garment section, wouldn’t you? So you’re going to 
be disappointed I was ,0 ° young then but it must 
have looked like a torture chamber judged by te 
small waist and large appetites 2 associate with 
the ladies of that time. 

Angus CampbeH, in morning cost, was busy 
throughout the store when he was in Victoria. He 
travelled to the Old Country and European 
markets a great deal in order to buy the latest in 
fashion. He was a man of rather retiring nature 
but an active supporter of anything worthy. He 
and Mrs. Campbell were very good friends to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital operated by Nuns of their own 
religious persuasion. 

In Mme Mr. Campbell took up golf, playing at 
the Oak Bay links and I am told played a good 
brand of business golf. 

Mrs Campbell was a lady of beautiful 
personality and presence whose kindness earned 
her many friends. Active in the business until It 
closed Its doors, her Influence and character were 
reflected in her choice of toe ladies who assisted 
her. 

"Hie inevitable happened at an earlier nge 
than could have been expected. Mr. CampbeB 
suffered a heart attack and in 19.11 died in St. 
Joseph's Hospital. As a tribute to his Jove of the 
hospital toe nurses formed an escort at his 
funeral. 

Mrs. Campbell and Mr. Miller carried on the 
business for a comparatively short time, but she 
no longer had her heart in its ccsfUnuance She 
called the staff together and in her explanation of 
toe reasons she quoted her late husband who, she 
said, "made a practice of leaving a party while 

enjoying himself.” Now they were still 
enjoying themselves businesswise but M was lime 
to leave the party. Characteristically toe staff 
were generously treated and so toe party was 
ended. 

Where you stand now, on Government Street 
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outside toe Angus Campbell Store, 60 years ago 
you would have been outside the southeast corner 
of toe stockade surrounding Fort Victoria. Inside 
ibe stockade at this point there waa a gallery 
built ao a watch could be kept on toe countryside 
and also to enjoy the view. As we continue our 
wandering along Government Street we will try 
and relate our positions to that which existed in 
the days of the, Fort. 

Next door to the Angus Campbell store was 
that of Joseph Sommer whose influence in the 
world of art was to be felt in the years ahead. He 
arrived in Victoria in 1876 and at first was with 
Mr. Jacob Sehl who operated a furniture business. 
Mr Sommer became the manager of the business 
but opportunities were great at this time for a 
man to strike out for himself. He opened his own 
establishment in 1883 selling furniture and art 
goods. 

Over toe years many n budding artist was 
given toe opportunity to display his work. Artists 


of ability were encouraged to further develop 
their style and in some instance* were financed in 
furthef study 

There wasn't much in this store for a small 
boy but on occasion I hod the opportunity ol 
speaking with him. I knew his three sons who 
joined the business in later year*. Two of the 
sons. Albert ami Frank, retired from active 
business both still live in Victoria. 

Above the Sommer shop were the | ■bio¬ 
graphic galleries of Flemming Bros These are 
very busy men and their work has been sent aU 
over the world. In my memory I can only 
remember one of the Flemmings but he always 
ieemed to have his head hidden und*p- a bbick 
cloth while he gazed into his camera lens 

There is still a lo< of work by the Flemming 
Brothers in the l*rovincial Archive*.

But the white man, being strange K> 
and awkward with Indian names, quickly reduced it to a* more manageable thing called 
Haida. Whichever name they went under, however, it was this same tribe who seared a scar 
of razed villages down the coast—all the way, incredible as it may seem, to California. The 
very name "Au Haade" struck icy terror into the hearts of most other coastal tribes—a fact of 
which the Haida were especially proud. As proud as they were of their superb height and 
strength, of the very handsomeness of their physiques. They believed themselves not only 
superior to other coast tribes but an entirely different race from them as well. Once, when 
referred to as a coast Indian by a white man, one of their number retorted indignantly, "I 
am not Indian-1 am Haida!" 


Fierce, Proud Haida Warriors 
Went Practically Unchallenged

It was just before the time of 
the white man and his whisky bot¬ 
tle when the Haida reached the 
full height of their fearsome power. 
Then they ranged up and down the 
coast like a pack of marauding sea- 
wolves — practically unchallenged 
—and no tribe was safe from their 
lust for plunder. Their motive 
could be revenge for a slight paid 
them (real or imagined), the gath¬ 
ering of booty in order to make 
some chief rich enough to potlatch, 
the need of extra slaves to help 
raise a new lodge — or perhaps 
nothing more than an offhand incli¬ 
nation to pillage and plunder. 
Whatever the reason, when the 
Haida hit some unsuspecting vil¬ 
lage in the early morning hours — 
it meant total annihilation. 


Everything that was worthwhile and move- 
able would be taken away from the victimized 
village. Their gigantic canoes, the largest on the 
coast, could carry 40. 50 even 60 warrior* with 
ample room left over for booty. Sometimes even 
what couldn't be loaded into the spacious craft 
they took anyway. If h huge centre beam in an 
enemy lodge was skilfully carved and happened 
to take their fancy, it would be torn free and 
towed back home to the Queen Charlotte*, there 
to. become pert of a Haida lodge. 

Beside* inanimate loot such aa this they would 
Carry off the healthiest young men and women. 
These • fortunate" ones would be destined to 
spend tne reft of their live* In slavery. T^iere wa* 
seldom sny escape once "Au Haade" had them. 
The othet occupants of the luckless vtllsge would 
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The Haidas showed Tittle mercy

be brought back to token only—that token betog 
their levered, bloody Iwsd. skewered an the point 
of an upri^it paddle. Taking on this cargo, these 
grisly remnants of a sacrificed village, they would 
set fire to whatever remained and, undaunted by 
the toug hes t of aeas, shove off tor home. 1 

The training of such robust and bloodthirsty 
warriors was by as means a haphaz ard 
business—and it started at the tender age of two. 
At this ip the child was taken daily down to toe 
sea where he would be immersed in the cold 
water, no matter what season, for increasing 
lengths at time. This was the first step in 
toughen ing hkn up for future tests of the 
elements that be might have to undergo 
throughout his life aa a warrior. At this age the 
process of laavtog the male child asked in the 
snow also for gradually Increasing periods, would 
be eominenaed. A boy wna required to be haakhy. 
strong and vigorous. Hie more so he was the 
mace to use a Haida phraae, "a credit to his 
family’' he was considered 

Soane of the weaker ones natnraBy succumbed 
t# this kind of treatment, bat this was only as the 
Haida Wished K. They ware truly ■ survival of the 
fittest aooftery. 

S o m e what Mice the gardener weeding out toe 
spindly shoots, or the dog breeder destroying the 
sickly runt of the litter, the Haida elders selected 
their future warriors. Not, however, by destroying 
them outright, but by giving them a chance to 
live the way their rigorous code demanded. In 
effect It was similar la selective breeding and the 
result was the fierce, proud Haida. 

Aa a boy grew he would continue his daily 
tlathing, learning to swim in the process. The fact 
they were proficient swimmers Is attested to by 
one of the village names. Tanoo Haade roughly 
means People Who Can Swim Underwater Like 
Fish. Wien the boys came out of the water they 
would dry themselves by playing some rugged 
war game or simply by running along the beach. 
Often an adult male relative would chase a boy, 
whipping him with a fir bow to make him run 
faster. Uhls kind of treatment hardly phased the 
robust Haida lads. Often as not they would 
laughingly outdistance their eiders. This, of 
course, was looked upon as a show of great 
promise. 

There are those who still remember such 


training procedures, even to this late day and 
age. The grandson of s Haida chief once told this 
writer of his grandfather who. when a child, waa 
mad* to stand naked in the snow, all the while 
concentrating aw being warm. It seems such 
training must have been aimed not only at 
physical stamina but mental discipline as «rD. 

Their playtime games too, though supposedly 
casual, obviously had toe underlying motive «f 
toughening them up. One such game was a farm 
of ring around the rases but in this case the circle 
kept going faster and faster until finally the 
weakest or clumairst boy fr* down. The mult 
was tost all the other participants piled up on top 
of Mm. a lesson that would remind him not to he 
weakest or clumsiest next time the game waa 
played, 

A people so Inclined toward war aa the Haida 
naturally became highly developed in this field. 
More so than their neighbor?. Before the intrusion 
of the white man various forma at armour were 
in u«f. They had developed sturdy war helmets 
carved ou' of tough wood to protect their heada la 
battle They had hack and cheat armour too. 
made of hardwood slats, held together by strong 
animal sinew and draped from their shoulders. 

Sealskins were used in an interesting way. 
While still wet and fresh from the animal these 
skim would be farmed around the body of a 
warrior, secured into position and left imHl dry. 
When it was taken off it Was a hard shell, 
perfectly moulded to that particular warrior’s 
physique. In this state the sealskin would be very 
tough and resistant, quite capable at deflecting 
mast spear thrusts and war club blows. The 
sealskin shell did. however, have its weakness. 
There was usually a strip of unprotected body 
down the warrior's spine where the ae-alskto failed 
to meet. For this reason, they claimed, Haida 
warrior could never turn his back on the enemy. 

Although very proficient with bow and arrow, 
the Haida seldom used this weapon for making 
wsr. Their skill in its use came mostly f rom 
hunting. For hattle they unanimously preferred 
head-crushing war clubs or toeir double-hladed 
daggers that sometimes were fashioned from 
precious Jade. These were the weapons of war, 
these crushing, beating — rl|»pine, tearing kinds 
of weapons* When they fought M was close in, 
hand to hand, as such brutal tools would indicate. 
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One weapon much favored aad moat effectively 
x uaed was nothing -more than a pointed canoe 
(Middle. Meeting reaulsnce on the water, which 
they often did. they could pul out a man’s eye 
with me vicious Jab. In the early day* many a 
Pacific coast warrior sported gouge scars 
sustained in such battles — others looked al the 
world through but one eye. 

Daggers and knives made af bone or stone 
**ve the impression at being very crude and 
efcwnay. But with patience and skill the Haida 
craftsmen could grtad-these to surprisingly keen 
edge. An edge which enabled them to perform 
quite an amazing (although decidedly horrible) 
leaf. With three strokes of such a blade, deftly 
and koowiedgshl y given, they could qufehty 
dsaapitale a man. Three-strok e head severing 
was wot confined to the Haida, however. It was a 
skillful and grisly tradition among all the coaat 
tribes. 

Many advantages that made the Haida 
superior, or at least aeem so, was given by Dama 
Fortune and Mother Nature. One was the 
practically impregnable group «f islands they 
inhabited. A huge moat of wild, rough seas, 
stretching far miles in any direction, surrou n d e d 
the Qmriotiea — thus dissuading even the moat 
reckless war party from attack. H some group of 
folders did manage the merciless sea ft mould ha 
only to Itod that the Haida. whose thoughts were 
forever concerned with attack and defence, «**dd 
have built their villages to invulnerable p os i ti on s, 
often on a high cliff overlooking the «eo. From 1 
such a site they could not only see anyone 
approaching for miles but also It would be nearly 
Impossible to make a frontal attack up the rf*ar 
wal. Their very reputation Itself was an effective 
natural defence. Retaliation for even the slightest 
tojoatlce committed against "Au Hsade" was 
outrage. 

Besides natural advantages to defense they 
also had natural advantages for attack Probably 
the greatest of these was the common cedar tree, 
tor nowhere else on the coast <Sd they grow ao 
huge or ao close to the shoreline. This enabled 
them to hove the largest and most seaworthy 
canoes of aO the tribes. The Haida could drop one 
of these great shaggy giants right Into the water 
for easy handling and float It to whmv ever they 
wished to work. When the canoe ami flnMted ft 
would likely have a seven-foot beam and be 
capable of holding 40 or 50 of these fierce 
warriors. Two of three such craft could bring 
more fighting men than many * small village 
could call on to defend itself. 


Usually the raids were made just before the 
first light of dawn, and with such stealth that 
many of the defenders would already have been 
killed before they realized whai was happening. If 
there was a guard on watch he would be silently 
disposed of before he could give the alarm. The 
raiding party would then he equally divided into 
so many men for each lodge to the village. With a 
silence only Indians and wiki things of the forest 
can achieve they would, one by one, cBmb to the 
roof of their assigned lodge, move aside a 
roefboard (these were never fastened but merely 
hid to place) and drop down inside with ail the 
stealth of a prowling cougar. 

The first man in would go about his grisly 
work immediately, not waiting tar the ottwrs. In 
the dark he would listen to the snoring arouad 
him, determining in this fashion which were men 
and which were women. With n oise le ss movement 
he would cut the throat af the man nearest hkn, 
then move on to the next. Working to tils way 
half the fighting power of the village would be 
disposed of before the other half re n Mne d what 
was happening. Even when they did awaken the 
Hilda I tad the advantage tar #iey were already 
tally awake. They had their armour on and 
weapons la hand. The villagers would have to 
fumble in the dark for their weapons, stil groggy 
with sleep. 

The Haida sho w ed llaOe mercy fbr thrir 
victims Except for those they chow to take back 
aa slaves all would be slaughtered quickly and 
efficiently without preference to old people or 
children. To kill a child did, in foot prove that a 
warrior’s heart was good, that la he was strong 
enough not to let sentimentality or emotions stand 
in the way of his being a great warrior. 

Before leaving on such a raid ( t ore was 
always much religious ritual to be attended to. As 
with all the coastal tribes there were a great 
many taboos and commitments to be gone 


forthcoming raid. One of their main duties was to 
make a new pair of war belts. These bells of 
whale sinew were decorated with a symtiol 
representing man. One was for her husband, the 
other for herself. The “man" symt>oi repcos'-ntod 
the souk of the slaves he would bring home Once 
In place around the wearer's waist they would 
remain there until after the raid except for a 
brief i«nod on the day of departure whim man 
and wife would trade belts. 

The canoes to be used would be put up on 
crossed beams in order that they might be 
smoothed with fire and rubbing. Then on the day 
of embarkation the hardy assassins would get up 
early *'l>efone the raven called’’ and go to their 
specified craft. They would move in a cirri* 
nround It, each man patting it all over for good 
luck. Next (hey must put It in the water — 
must not touch dry ground so they lifted (he huge 
craft and carried It to a floating depth. The cross 
beams that hod supported it for its ritual 
rubdown would be left in the exact position they 
fell until (he parties return. The men would (hen 
enter in a specified pattern which, if one were to 
break It, would mean certain disaster. They took 
their oan position, never any other, for death 
might come looking for he who sat in thag 
particular place — if someone else were there, 
then he would wrongly die. Once settled In their 
positions the wive* would come into the canoa 
and trade back the war belts with thrir husbands. 
When the woman left the-men would pick up their 
paddles in an exact way, never varying, and set 
out. 

At least one Shagwt or witchdoctor, went In 
every canoe. His main job was to catch the souls 
of the enemy with his aouicatcher, thus causing 
their physical beings to succumb mote readily bo 
the warriors. For four days after embarkation 
no one was allowed to eat anything ami they 
drank but little. This they did by wetting their 
finger tips and putting them in their mouths. 

Alhough the actual fighting would lie done hy 
the men, the women played a large part in the 
affair as well. The taboos they hod to observe 
were very strict, based on the theory that it they 
did not observe them strictly they would cause 
the death of their men. They too observed the 
four-day faat and drank as little water as possible 
until the men returned. At night they would sleep

With Vancouver Island 
rivers now filled with

Arthur D Hauler ooodudes 
tiiat the salmon in tiie open seas use 
nun-compass orientation to find their 
way back to the mouths of their 
natal streams, but to navigate 
upstream to find the tributaries in 
which they were bom they navigate 
by mean* of smell, following the 
"bouquet ' of the natal stream. 


For IS years Prof. Hasler and his 
students at the Laboratory of 
Limnology at the University of 
Wisconsin have been studying the 
cues to which salmon respond in 
their return home after a sojourn a2 
sea. 

His studies have been exhaustive 
both in the laboratory and research 
of available material. His Mst of 
references cover six pages in the

Of Geese and Men

To laymen, Conrad 
Lorens is best known for 
two wonderful books— 
King Solomon's Ring 
and Man Meets Dog. But 
his elaim to fame, as Sir 
Julian Huxle? reminds 
us in his foreword is 
that he is “the father of 

ethology.” 

> 

Ethology Is a new science; It is 
the comparative study of the be¬ 
havior of animals in their natural 
environment. This description also 
applies to the amateur birdwatcher 
so it is necessary to add that the 
aophlsticated techniques of the 
ethologist have completely outdated 
ttlose of the classical naturalist. 

Lorenz has, in fact, removed the 
laboratory to the great outdoors 
whilst retaining the scientific ap¬ 
proach previously considered impos¬ 
sible outside the laboratory. 

Oa Aggression is absorbingly 
interesting to read but Is not always 
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easy to follow and Is therefore 
difficult to summarize. 

To begin with, Lorenz says the 
action of the predator killing Its 
prey, which belongs to a different 
species, is not genuine aggression 
because "the lion in the dramatic 
moment before be springs is in no 
way angry." 

Rea] aggression, he states. Is 
mainly iotra-specific, that is 
directed against members of the 
aggressor's own species. The rea¬ 
sons are positive ones. Far instance, 
the defence of territory by two 
swans ensures the balanced distribu¬ 
tion of an area within a group. 
Likewise, ms ting fights between 
rivals favors sexual selection of the 
strongest of the specimens. The 
survival of the Attest, In fact. 

Up to this point Lorens merely 
confinps the findings of his hero, 
Charles Darwin. Now we borne to 
the meat of ths situation. 

In discuasing the genetic forces 
that bind groups together, Lorenz 
cites the simplest forms of social 
organization, the herd, flock ca¬ 
se hoof of creatures which travel in 
the same direction in close forma¬ 
tion. These creatures, says Lorenz, 
are totally devoid of aggression. 

They associate, impersonally and 
anonymously, precisely because they 
lack aggression. "A personal bond, 
an individual friendship, is found 
only in animals with highly- 
developed intra-epeclfic aggression.” 
Love, he states again and again, is 
only possible where there is ag¬ 
gression. 

The personal bond of affection 
between individual animals (with or 
without a sexual cause) Is always 
combined with aggression. More, it 
is derived from aggression. 

As proof of his assertion, the 
great animal behaviorist describes 
in detail his observations of what he 
calls the “triumph ceremony” of the 
greylag* goose which, he tells us, 
prompted him to write this book. 


The ceremony takes place in 
several stages. Intra-specific ag¬ 
gression is necessary lor obvious 
reasons but must not become lethal > 
the evolutionary compromise, there¬ 
fore, permits the animal to retain its 
aggressive drive but prevents it 
from killing its like. 

One inhibitory mechanism allows 
the goose tp go through the ritual of 
fighting a symbolic duel which is 
instantly ended when one of the 
combatants shows a specific gesture 
of submission, rather like a wrestler 
striking the floor three times. 

Another built-in inhibition is the 
redirection of attack from the 
original object to a substitute. The 
ritual and redirection combined 
produces the triumph ceremony. 

The goose watches the gander 
make a symbolic attack againat an 
Imaginary enemy, and after regis¬ 
tering a symbolic victory, the 
gander returns to her cackling 
triumphantly. 

The interesting thing, as Lorenz 
points out, Is that in the course of 
evolution this behavior, motivated 
by aggression, has become a love 
ceremony which forms a lifekmg 
bond between those who participate. 

Aggression, therefore, has be¬ 
come I h e opposite. The bond 
cementing the mutual affection of a 
pair of geese is the triumph 
oeremony and not sex. 

This is an excellent example of 
painstaking ethoiogieal observation. 
If Professor Lorenz had stopped 
right there, there could be no 
argument. Unfortunately, he goes on 
to compare the behavior of the 
goose with the behavior of man. 

Old, isn't it, hew otherwise uKra- 
oautious scientists lightly throw 
caution to the winds when dealing 
with subjects outside their specific 
fields? 

The danger of ethologists doing 
this is particularly great for their 
studies are chiefly concerned with 


detect odors of the main rivers and 
thereby select the one correct river 
by recognition of the odor imprinted 
as they left for see," he adefe.

birds and fishes, creatures of 
stereotyped rituals, rituals that are 
not necessarily characteristic of al 
animal behavior. 

Lorenz believes that man'* evil 
stems from an evolutionary short¬ 
coming. Man lacks natural deadly 
weapons, also inhibiting mechan¬ 
isms. The invention at artificial 
weapons upset the apple cart and 
enabled man to become an intra- 
epeclfic killer. 

‘nwre's no point in going into this 
for. as Lomu himself points out, 
the great killings of history were not 
eaused by aggressive Individuals 
murdering for personal motives, but 
by "militant enthusiasm" for a 
cause Hhe Crusades, for example). 

This is the point to commence a 
serious discussion at man's predica¬ 
ment. Alas, Lorenz merely refer* us 
once again to the goose. 

Lorenz' remedy tor the ills of 
mankind consists of sport to canalize 
aggression, art snd science to 
sublimate it, and the promotion of 
International friendship, and humor 
as sn antidote to militant en¬ 
thusiasm. 

Poor compassionste Loren*. 
Somewhere in this book he avers 
that man himself Is the missing Hnk, 
that perfection will come only with 
evolution. This means that man 
must wait for the mlUenium before 
love and friendship embraoes all 
humanity — unless The Bomb gets 
us first. This makes more sense, but 
is cold comfort! 

The controversial part of Oa 
Aggresalos is contained in the last 
70 pages. The bulk of the book, 
dealing with animal behaviorism, 
makes this work one of the moat 
remarkable and truly fascinating I 
have ever read. 

Anyone who can achieve what 
Lorenz has is surely entitled to an 
emotional excess, particularly when 
the motives are as sincere and pure 
at his are.
